School boards, 
public health, 
YMCA partner 
to provide pro¬ 
gram at no cost, 
with added bonus 
thanks to Loblaw

An after-school program 
for high school girls received 
a welcome boost this week 
from a local business. 

Phil Leboudec of Phil's 
Valu-mart handed over a 
$5,000 cheque to the local 
school board to pay for 
healthy snacks that will be 
given out to girls taking part 
in weekly after-school physi¬ 
cal activity sessions. 

The program is a partner¬ 
ship of regional public health, 
the two Niagara school 
boards and the YMCA, and 
provides non-competitive 


activities such as zumba, 
yoga and tai chi to high 
school girls who choose to 
participate. 

High school girls, says 
regional public health pro¬ 
moter Sarah Leyenaar, are 
less likely to take part in 
sports than boys, especially 
competitive sports, and sta¬ 
tistics show their physical 
activity level begins to decline 
around the age of 12. 

This program was devised 
to combat that by offering a 
pilot project in 2008 to 
encourage teen-aged girls to 
take part in non-competitive 
physical activities in a social 
environment where they'll 
feel comfortable. It's offered 
at no cost to the students. 

Teacher advisors act as 
coaches, and the instructors 
are all volunteers, some from 
the YMCA, and some from 
the community. 

Going into its fifth year, 
the program will be offered 
in 12 public high schools and 
six catholic, with a hope it 


will eventually grow to 
include all Niagara high 
schools. 

Heather Corey, curricu¬ 
lum consultant at the DSBN's 
NOTL Resource Centre, 
applied for the grant from 
Loblaw to supplement the 
healthy activity during the 
programs withhealthy snacks 
for die girls when they're fin¬ 
ished working out. 

Some of the schools were 
already doing that, by raising 
moneyforthe snacks through 
other avenues, but this makes 
it consistent across the board, 
says Corey, who supports the 
program for providing cur¬ 
riculum beyond the day for 
girls, enriching their school 
experience and supplying a 
supportive social environ¬ 
ment for physical activity. 

"We're thrilled to be 
expanding to 12 schools this 
September. We hope eventu¬ 
ally to get all DSBN schools 
on board." 

Leboudec says he's happy 
to be able to present the

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Hospital Auxiliary, Foundation members want in during future discussions

Members of the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Auxiliary and the 
NOTL Hospital Foundation 
are onside with most of the 
recommendations from local 
doctors and the town com¬ 
mittee regarding the future of 
health care in the communi¬ 
ty- 

But they wish they'd been 
invited to die table to be part 
of the discussion, and hope to 
be consulted in the future as a 
more detailed plan is consid- 

The 10 physicians in town 
and the Town committee— 
which included two of the 
local doctors, Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke, the town Chief 
Administrative Officer Mike 
Galloway, Maria Bau-Coote, a 
councillor and also executive 
director of the town's family 
health team, and two local 
developers—came up with 
similar responses to Dr Kevin 
Smith's recommendation that 
the hospital in NOTL be 
closed. 

Their written reports to Dr 
Smith suggested that some 
beds for elderly patients 
requiring inpatient care, or 
those requiring hospice or 
palliative care, remain in town 
by designating some beds in 


purposes; that the NOTL phy¬ 
sicians, the nurse practitioner 
walk-in clinic and all other 
outpatient services currently 
offered at the NOTL Hospital, 
such as lab work, x-rays, ultra¬ 
sounds, chiropody, audiology, 
OHIP-covered physiotherapy, 
optometry and internal medi¬ 
cine, remain in town; and that 
the NOTL Hospital building 
be turned over to the Town, at 
least temporarily, so that those 
services can continue under 
one roof. 

Whatever the results of Dr. 
Smith's recommendation and 
the local response, the chair of 
the foundation and the presi¬ 
dent of the auxiliary pledge 
that their organizations will 
continue to support commu¬ 
nity health care. 

Given the demographics of 
the town, says foundation 
president Brenda Jones, keep¬ 
ing the clinics and outpatient 
services close by is important 

She hesitates to go so far as 
say they should remain in the 
hospital building—while that 
might be ideal, with the finan¬ 
cial responsibility of the 
Niagara Health System, it 
might not be realistic, she 

But she said the founda¬ 
tion is onside with the intent 
of the responses to Dr. Smith. 


continue and details 
worked out, she would like 
the foundation to be invited to 
the table. 

"I spoke with town CAO 
Mike Galloway and asked why 
we and the auxiliary, with 90 
years in the community, 
weren't included in discus¬ 
sions from the beginning," 
said Jones. 

"I've been part of some of 
the meetings with Dr. Smith, 
enough to understand that 
what he does is lay the ground¬ 
work, and then ask the com¬ 
munity to be part of the dis¬ 
cussion to come up with a 
more detailed plan." 

Both foundation and aux¬ 
iliary members are the ones 
who are out in the community 
being asked questions about 
health care, and hearing peo¬ 
ple's concerns, she said. 

"Why would we be left 
out?" 

Both organizations con¬ 
tinue to raise money, but have 
put spending on hold until 
they have a better under¬ 
standing of the future of health 
care in the community. 

The foundation has about 
$1 million put away, not a 
huge amount when a single 
piece of equipment 
can cost half that, 
says Jones. 

Their money 
comes from dona- 
and bequests, 


often from people who have 
received care at the hospital, 
and they hope that will con¬ 
tinue. But at the moment they 
can't tell people how the 
money will be spent, although 
they are assured it will stay in 
the community, says Jones. 

The auxiliary had Just fin¬ 
ished raising money to buy 
new night stands for each 
hospital room when Dr. 
Smith's report was released. 
They put that purchase on 
hold while they too wait to see 
the future of the hospital, says 
auxiliary president Moyra 
McEachem. 

"By the time we order and 
receive them tables, this place 
could be gone," she says. 

The auxiliary has about 
$20,000 put away, she said. 

"We don't want to spend 
money on equipment when 
we can't guarantee that anoth¬ 
er hospital would want what 
we purchase. We don't want 
to see it left at the curb to be 
picked up as garbage. We 
don't want to waste money 
people have entrusted to us." 

They will go ahead and 
buy gifts for Canada Day- 
each patient receives a gift bag 
with a number of items in it- 


and they will continue with 
the bursury and scholarship 
they hand out to two para¬ 
medic students each year. 

Meanwhile, they have 
recently refurbished the activ¬ 
ity room at the hospital. It is 
newly painted in an updated, 
calm and refreshing colour, 


TV home theatre system and 
custom wall unit, with two 
large tables and several com¬ 
fortable new chairs. 

The auxiliary also contin¬ 
ues to work with a private 
company installing Lifeline, a 
personal medical alert system, 
for locals, and also funds the 
foot care dime at the hospital.

Before the concert, a number of police 
officers and security guards were directing 
traffic to avoid any congestion in town.

As the show went on, there were a 
number of workers who were hired to 
clean up the water bottles, plastic cups 
and other garbage left behind by concert 

The Hip concluded their performance 
just two minutes before the 11 p.m. cur¬ 
few, respecting the Town's bylaw. 

After the show, the crowd was cordial 
and slowly left the concert grounds with¬ 
out any incidents. 

Not everyone may enjoy large con¬ 
certs—music can be noisy, a crowd can 
become too rowdy and there might be a lot 
of disruptions for nearby residents. 

But none of these concerns were an 
issue during Saturday's show. This event 
was proof that concerts can be an enter¬ 
taining way to draw tourists to the area and 
to showcase the best of what this town has

He then became interest¬ 
ing in realizing complex 
mathematical structures in 
visual form. He says that the 
formulas and code which 
underlie his mathematical 
research become the basis for

BEAT THE HEAT! 
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Council approves recommendation for additional funds for Town Hall renovation 


The price tag for renovat¬ 
ing Niagara-on-the-Lake's 
Town Hall is higher than 
originally anticipated. 

During last week's coun¬ 
cil meeting, councillors sup¬ 
ported a staff recommenda¬ 
tion giving an additional 
$150,000 in funds to cover 


necessary repairs to the 
Town’s administrative offic¬ 
es. The money wiU be taken 
from the capital reserves 
fund account. 

The goal of the project is 
to reorganize offices to cre¬ 
ate additional space for staff 
to improve working condi- 


Another reason for the 
renovation is to improve cus¬ 
tomer service and provide "a 
one-stop shop" experience 
for public transactions, Lord 
Mayor David Eke told the 
Advance. 

Council had previously 


approved $580,000 for the 
original renovation. 

But the costs for other 
projects including a new 
roof, repairs to the building’s 
sidewalks, ramps and con¬ 
trol units for the building’s 
heating and cooling system 
were underestimated, 


Sheldon Randall, director of 
corporate services told the 
Advance. 

After working with the 
Town's consultant, it was 
learned that the roof needed 
to be repaired sooner than 
originally thought, Randall 
said.

The 
amendment was 
meant to stop 
commercial busi¬ 
nesses from 
creeping into res¬ 
idential areas 
while protecting 
the landscape and 
heritage of neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

But it was 
appealed by the 
BBA to the Ontario 
Municipal Board. 
To avoid an OMB 
hearing, the Town 
agreed to review 
the Official Plan 


Policy, the zoning bylaws 
and the licensing bylaws 
related to bed and break¬ 
fast establishments, coun¬ 
try inns, and cottage rent¬ 
als over a period of 18 
months by establishing 
the Small Scale Tourist 
Accommodation Review 
Committee to review the 
rules and regulations. The 
committee consisted of 
BBA members, council¬ 
lors and residents. 

Jorgensen said the 
report was “premature" 
and the Town has broken 
its contract with the BBA. 
Many of the issues that 
Town staff has agreed to 
look at still have not been 
addressed, he said. 

The president, who was 


a member of the now dis¬ 
banded committee, said B 
& Bs and country inns 
undergo a “long and ardu¬ 
ous” process to make 
changes to their estab¬ 
lishments. Many of the 
rules and regulations that 
apply to B & Bs don’t 
apply to vacation cottag¬ 
es, he said. 

“Lots of things have 
fallen through the cracks 
and I think we need to 
weld those cracks so we 
can come to you with

The staff report indi¬ 
cates that cottage rentals

Council approved the 
report with an with one 
exception—Councillor

It's been a decade since 
Willowbank was purchased 
with the intent of f ulfillin g a 
dream. 

Former school teacher 
Laura Dodson, who dedicated 
her retirement in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake to fighting to preserve 
the town's heritage from devel¬ 
opment, had a vision of a 
school that would be a first for 
Canada, dedicated to teaching 
traditional skills and conserva¬ 
tion approaches to a new gen¬ 
eration—skills that students 
would take with them across 


Canada, acrossNorthAmerica, 
and further afield. 

Ten years later, her vision is 
a reality—one she didn't live to 
see—and the School of 
Restoration Arts has grown to 
acquire a national and inter¬ 
national reputation for com¬ 
bining academics with hands- 
on learning taught by mentors 
who are masters in conserva¬ 
tion and restoration. 

The school has a waiting 
list of some of the brightest 
students in the conservation 
field from all over the world 


hoping to attend, a top-notch 
staff and about 65 faculty asso¬ 
ciates who are outstanding 
professionals in their areas of 
expertise. 

And in addition to the 
school of restoration arts, it has 
developed a complementary 
program as a Centre for 
Cultural Landscape, commu¬ 
nicating its core ideas to a 
wider audience. 

But Willowbank has been 
so focused on developing the 
institution and building on its 
successes, it hasn't done a 
particularly good job 


of communicating what it does 
locally, or in connecting with 
its own community, says exec¬ 
utive director Julian Smith. 

And since one of the princi¬ 
pals of cultural landscape is 
the importance of heritage 
buildings having a relationship 
and a place in their commu¬ 
nity, it's time to do something 
about that, says Smith. 

Especially when its place in 
the community is so quickly 
expanding. 

The School of Restoration 
Arts will double its enrolment 
this September to 35 students 


in the three-year diploma pro- 

"That's more students than 
we have parking spaces for," 
jokes Smith. 

But although it's still a rela¬ 
tively small number; it's huge 
for Willowbank, which can 
only accommodate that num¬ 
ber because it is expanding 
with a second campus, the for¬ 
mer Laura Secord school 
property down the hill in 
Queenston.
